Tt seems that, whether Bacon 
wrote Shakespeare or not, Shakes- 
peare must have written the Psalms.

I. W. W. President May Come 
to Mix in Affairs. 


Unwelcome Both to Officers 
and Own People. 


Grand Jury to Hear Men of 
San Diego Testify. 


Vincent St. John, the titular head 
of the I. W. W., with offices in Chicago, 
is about to start for the Coast to 
take charge of the affairs of the or- 
ganization, according to information 
received here yesterday. It its an- 
nounced that he will not only visit 
San Diego, but Los Angeles, also as 
this city has been made the center 
of field operations since the removal 
of headquarters from San Diego. 

It is also rumored that word has 
been sent to St. John by “the boys,” 
advising him not to come to California 
at this time, as they fear his pres 
ence now would only accentuate a 
situation that is already acute in mu- 
nicipal, State and national circles, 

When the investigation by the Fed- 
eral grand jury of the alleged treason- 
able utterances of the I. W. W. was first 
suggested by the Department of 
Justice it was also thought best by the 
local officiale that a rald should be 
made upon St. John's office in Chi- 
cago in the hope that incriminating 
letters, telegrams and other memo- 
randa might be found that would fur- 
nish the government with information, 
but approval from Washington for 
such a course was not received by 
the Federal authorities here. 

The San Diego crowd, learning that 
a raid was planned upon the local 
tmeadquarters, hurriedly removed all 
papers, etc., to this city, and they are 
now at No. 781 South San Pedro 
street, I. W. W. headquarters. 

TALK ABOUT BOMBS. 


Assistant United States District-At- 
torney Robinson held a consultation 
yesterday with Chief of Detectives 
Browne of the District Attorney's of- 
fice, regarding the bomb found by 
Browne in a vacant house on Alva- 
rado street, which is likely to be pre- 
sented as evidence before the Federal 
grand jury. 

Superintendent of Police Myers of 
San Diego is to bring a valise contain- 
ing five of the bombs for inspection 
of the jury today. It is asserted that 
the bomb found in this city is built 
like those picked up in San Diego, 
thus indicating a common source of 
manufacture. 

Secret Service Agent Gainor of the 
Department of Justice, who has been 
in the thick of the investigation from 
the beginning, and who has furnished 
the information upon which the wit- 
ness list before the Federal grand 
jury was predicated, will leave this 
morning for San Diego, intending to 
remain several cays. When he 
concluded his especial investigations 
he will make a report by wire to the 
authorities in Washincton and Jt is 
of the in- 
vestigation will depend largely upon 
the ä he secures while in 
San eco, 

Gainor has attended the meetings 
of the LW.W. both in Los Angeles 
and San Diego and ts in closer touch 
with real conditions than any man in 
the local Federal service. Riding the 
Texas border for years, he is person- 
ally acquainted with many of the 
leading spirits in the present upris- 
ing and he has used his information 
to the best advantage. 

IDENTITY KEPT SECRET. 

The next meeting of the Federal 
grand jury will be held Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. There is no information to 
be had as to the identity of the wit- 
nesses who will be summoned, but it 
is understood that they will all come 
from San Diego, and include several 
whose connection with the

guarded, will be among those present 
to testify. This witness, according to 
general report, is in a position to di- 
vulge the inner secrets of the oath- 
bound order.

On account of the difficulty in se- 
curing food by parties going to San 
Diego, it is expected that most of the 
men will be prepared to enforce de- 
mands at Oceanside, Del Mar and 
other points down the coast. Word 
has been brought to the leaders thata 
posse of San Diego officers will make 
it a point to meet them In one of the 
many mountain defiles north of Sun 
Diego and there may be a ‘“hattle” de- 
fore they reach their advertised ha- 
ven. 

Copies of the Incendiary speeches 
delivered by the local I. W. W have 
been placed in the hands of the local 
officials, the government having mude 
arrangements for stenographic reports 
to be made and kept for the use of 
the grand jury. In some cases photo- 
graphs of the undesirables who ha- 
rangued the crowds are mang thee x- 
hibits. It has been claimed in de- 
fense that none of the utterances of 
the orators were treasonable but these 
speeches give the lie to the assertion. 

Documents in possession of the au- 
thorities show that the I. W. W, con- 
sist almost wholly of unskilled work- 
ers and that it ts built on the prin- 
ciples of opposition to capita! of every 
kind and character. The. paid-up 
membership of the organizetion af 
this time is 10,437, although the gen- 
eral office in Chicago has issued cards 
to 60,000 persons. The bulk of the

Carver said that any adequate pro- 
tection will have to come through 
a State-wide law and not a city ordi- 
mance; that the milk should be test- 
ed instead of the cow: that the te« 
proposed disfigures animals for life 
and often destroys sight; that it con- 
demns cows that are only slightly 
infected when 90 per cent. of them 
would get well if nature were al- 
lowed to take its course: that more 
attention ought to be paid to clean- 
liness and less to germs; that dairy- 
men are practical men and know that 
healthy stock pays the best; and that 
cities ought to give credit for good 
conditions instead of penalizing bad 
ones. 

Dr. Hart outlined the ordinance 
proposed and told how it would work 
if adopted. He charged Carver with 
making sweeping statements for all 
the United States which the technical 
world can combat at every point. He 
gaid that out of a million cattle 
killed a year, it ts almost unheard 
of ta find 2 twherculous cow in those 
body the lesions had healed; that 
the obviously infected constitute only 
one tenth of one per cent., and that 
the disease is rapidly on the in- 
crease in this country. He assert- 
ed that the tuberculin test has 
proved reliable in 98.49 per cent. of 
the cases in which it has been made, 
and that it is the only method by 
which the disease may be stamped 
out. It has to be done in localities 
and not in whole States, he claimed, 
because the contract for a State is 
too large for a sudden plunge. Test- 
ing the milk, and not the cow, he 
thinks, impractical, because milk 
contains other organisms strongly 
resembling tubercule baccili and 
after the germs are found in milk 
the officers have to walt three 
weeks until it kills an tnocculated 
guinea pig before they can go into 
police court with any chance of mak- 
ing their case stick. :

DISCUSSION. 


AUTHORS OF TWO PROPOSED 
PLANS TADK IT OVER.

Superintendent Keppel Appear Be- 
fore the City Cluab—Hold Opposite 


Views—One Politics, the 
Other Book - Trugt 
The proposed constitutional 


amendment No. 3, in regard to free 
school books, was the subject of a 
debate between State Senator T. W. 
H. Shanahan of Redding and Mark 
Keppel, Superintendent of Schools of 
Los geles county, at the meeting 
of the City Club, yesterday. 

In order that the subject may be 
understood by the reader of The 
Times, a brief statement of what 
Sec. 7, Article IX of the State Con- 
stitution is and what the proposed 
amendments are, follows: 

The present law is that the State 
Board of Education shal! consist of 
the Governor, the Superintendent of 
Public Construction, the president of 
the University of California and the 
Professor of pedagogy therein, and 
the principals of the State normal 
schools. Their duty is to provide a 
uniform series of text-books for use 


in the common schools throughout 


the State, and to have them printed 
by the State printing office and sold 
at cost. 


The Shanahan amendment, passed 
by the last Legislature, and to be 
submitted to a vote of the people, 
calis for the appointment or elec- 
tion of a State Board of Education, 
whose duty it shall be to compile a 
series of text-books, have them print- 
ed at the State printing office and 
distributed free of charge to the day 
and evening elementary schools. * 

The California Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, by initiative petition, proposes, 
in opposition to the Shanahan amend- 
ment, that a State superintendent 
shall be appointed by the State 
Board of Education every four years, 
and that he shall be secretary of the 
board. He is now an elective offi- 
cer. Second, that a State Board of 
Education of seven members be ap- 
pointed by the Governor for a term 
of nine years, except the first ap- 
pointees, whose terms shall expire at 
the end of two, three, four, five, six, 
seven, eight and nine years, and that 
one member be appointed annually 
thereafter, to serve without salary, 
and all subject to recall That the 


shall adopt the text-books for use 
in their several districts, to comply 
with the standards fixed by the State 
board, and furnish them free to all 
Schools high schools as well as ele- 
mentary schools. 

Senator Shanahan, in his opening, 
charged that the Teachers’ Associa- 
tion is working in the interest of 
the book trust, while Mr. Keppel, 
denying this, declared that the Shan- 
ehan amendment, under the guise of 
being a free text-book amendment, is 
in reality “a cleverly-devised scheme 
for changing the State Board of Bdu* 
cation from a non-political to a po- 
litical board.“ 

The Senator reviewed the book 
business for the past four years, and 
stated that the State had paid over 
$40,000 a year in royulties to the 
owners of the copyrights. He talked 
as if the State Board of Education, 
under this proposed amendment, 
could comptile a series of books 
much as they would make a col- 
lection of souveniys, and thus save 
the royalties. Mr. Keppel wondered 
what kind of books we would get. 
Shanahan contended that this sum 
of $40,000 spent for expert services 
would soon place the State in posses. 
sion of its own copyrights. He" 
argued for the adoption of his 
amendment and against the teachers’ 
substitute, because the latter pro- 
vides for free books in the high 
schoola, and as Los Angeles county 
has thirty-three high schools, while 
Gan Francisco county has but five, 
and many other counties but e, it 
was impossible to place them on the 
same footing with common schools. 
The main part of his argument was 
devoted to denying that the amend- 
ment is in the interest of political 
methods, and in ascribing the great- 
ent opportunity for jobbery to the 
teachers’ initiative measure. 

Superintendent Keppel contended 
that the amendment as proposed by 
Shanahan its in the interest of poll- 
ties, was passed through a bargain 
that smacked of politics, and would 
result in even poorer books than 
the poor ones the State is furnishing 
now.

swept ice. At the South Pole. how- 
ever, conditions are entirely different. 

The Antartic continent is, indeed, a 
dreary land, with a climate somewhat 
worse than any in which men have 
ever attempted to set up permanent 
habitations, but bad as it is for living, 
it would take nothing more than the 
finding of gold among those desolate 
mountains to bring a rush of éager 
treasure-seckers to them. That the 
gold is there is far from improbable. 
The Antartic mountain range is an evi- 
dent continuation of the Andes, and 
scattered along every known part of 
that great chain of volcanoes de- 
posits of the precious metals. The 
presence of gold in Tierra del Fuego 
warrants the expec that it ex- 


all, rather a strait than an ocean. 

Life would be hard in the interior 
of the Antarctic continent, but it is the 
most notable of man's superiorities 
that he can conquer any climate, and 
what a few men have endured for 
mort periods for little more than the 
glory of having gone where none had 
been before, other men would gladly 
risk for months or years if inspired 
by the hope of getting rich in what is 
perhaps the most attractive of all 
ways. Amundsen's story of his 
journey, so far as it has been told, 
reveals only by implication that hard- 
ships were suffered. They were 
doubtless such as only travelers with 
something of the remarkable strength 
and endurance of him and his com- 
panions could face with any approach 
to safety, but the facilities of supply 
and the means of shelter could be im- 
proved until they were not much in- 
ferior to those of the Yukon country. 
That, not long ago; was considered no 
less worthless than the Antarctic con- 
tinent is now, but with the discovery 
of gold there came the knowledge, de- 
rived from hard experience, that low 
temperatures and nights six months 
long are not insuperable obstacles to 
the founding of cities or to the equip- 
ping of them with most of com- 
forts and many of the luxuries charac- 
teristic of urban life in lower latitudes.

SUICIDES IN JAPAN. 


Hari-Kari Has Been Superseded’ by 
Jumping Into Volcanoes or i 
Front of Trains. 


are now busily debating the ethics of 
suicide. The case out of which the 
controversy has arisen is that of the 
station master at Moji, who, hecause 
of a mishap to the imperial train, 
which made it necessary for the Em- 
peror to adjourn for half an hour to 
a walting- room, showed his repent- 
ance by throwing himself under the 
wheels of the express. 

The station master’s devotion hav- 
ing evoked a wave of popular admira- 
tion which took shape in a proposal 
to erect a monument to his memory, 
the nation has been rebuked by the 
president of the Kyushu University 
for thus, glorifying an act of seif-de- 
struction, and the latter, finding him- 
self out of tune with public opinion, 
has resigned his position. 

It is a singular thing that among 
a people so cheerful as the Japanese 
suicide should be so common. Ten 
thousand destroy themselves every 
year in Japan, and the figures cannot 
be said to be diminishing. But hart 
kari as such is out of date. 

The modern victims of the suicidal 
mania, when they do not throw them- 
selves in front of a train, jump into 
the crater of an active volcanoe. Asa 
ma, in Central Japan, and Aso-san, in 
Kyushu, have both acquired a sinister 
reputation in this respect. 

It is, however, a disquieting sign 
of the times to find the student class 
resorting so largely to suicide—espe- 
clally of the spectacular sort, and 
this, no doubt, is Dr. Yamakawa's 
motive in protesting against the ex- 
altation of an act which the Chris- 
tian world regards as a grievous sin.

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EQUIPMENT OF SHIP.

The town of Tupelo was the subject 
of this eulogy.

= THE ALEUTS OF ADASKA. 


Relieved to Be of Mongolian Des- 
cent, but They Have the Craftsman- 
ship of the Japanese. 

[Christian Herald:}] The word 
“Aleut” in the Eskimo language 
means “other utes,” or people, and 
such they are, for their appearance 
and modes of life differ to such en 
extent as to warrant their being 
called “other people.” 

There were two found among them 
whose birthplace was believed to be 
Kamchatka, Asia, and it is almost 
certain that these people came from 
Northern Asia. Their appearance is 
more of the Mongolian, and in artis- 
tle work they have much the same 
skill and craftsmanship as the Japa- 
nese. The Aleut is superior to the 
mative race. He is cleaner of habit 
than the Eskimo and more willing to 
work 

The tribe's ancient dwellings, now 
lore grown over with grass, repre- 
senting the age of stone implements, 
when excavated were found to be 
large, roomy houses made of sod, 
bullt above ground, and usually of 
miore than one room. Whalebone was 
often used Yor parts of the frame- 
work. The cemetery of the com- 
munity was not in a common burial 
ground, but in a room of the house 
especially constructed for that pur- 
pose. The corpses were buried in a 
sitting posture. 

Certain caves were used also as a 
place to bury the dead, but owing to 
the occurrence of skulls with fractures 
in them it is presumably the warriors 
who died away from home who were 
so buried. A few had the distinction 
of being stuffed with moss and made 
into mummies and placed in caves. 
These customs have long since 
changed, owing to the efforts of the 
Russian priests; and now few there 
are that can offer an explanaton for 
the strange burial rooms, the cave 
burials and the moss-stuffed mum- 
mies. 

The Aleuts occupy the island penin- 
sula of Alaska and number about 
1000. Three hundred are well cared 
for at the sea! islands; the balance 
have nothing left but fish; a few fom 
and the basket industry.

One of the prettiest baskets 
the writer ever secured came from 
the house of a widow at the figure of 
$2.60; a full two weeks’ work! 


EDUCATIONAL NOTES. 

A movement has been started in 
New York fer the purpose of helping 
chiidren who leave school before they 
have completed their course of study, 
und who are thus spending their days 
in tdleness, or in working at anything 
they can get, without regard to what 
would be better for their future wel- 
fare. The conception of the move- 
mént was in Boston, where Frank 
Parson’ noticed how many children 
were out of work. He said: ‘Since 
they don't get into their “life work“ 
we'll have to start a bureau to give 
advice about life work.’ In other parts 
of the country people met the same 
problem by saying: “These children 
are out of work; let's get them jobs.’ 
Up to the present the movement has 
been divided into these two camps— 
that is, to get them jobs or to give 
them advice about how to get jobs. 

In New York they are going at the 
matter differently. and have organized 
what is termed the Vocational Guid- 
ance Survey, comprising a joint com- 
mittee of the Junior League and the 
Public Education Association. This 
year a study is being made of the 
children, trying to find out what is the 
product of the schools, why the 
children leave school, and if all the 
talk we hear about economic pressure 
is true. Talks are had with the chil- 
dren while they are in the schools, 
also in their homes and again in their 
homes after they have been at work. 
“We cannot give our conclusions yet,” 
says Miss Barrows, the director, be- 
cause the survey is not finished, but 
one or two ideas have already come 
to the surface. For example, we are 
coming to think that perhaps the 
greatest service vocational 
ance can render is not in 
giving advice about jobs (of 
which we know little, but in giv- 
ing advice as to training. Vocational 
guidance will have the opportunity to 
be of great help to schools in giving 
them information about trades that 
will enable them to start courses in 
industrial training that are up to 
date. 

“Till now we have been studying 
the whole trade education movement 
from a medieval point of view. The 
very names of trades as they are list- 
ed show this. We list things that are 
no longer trades, but crafts and sul- 
divisions of larger modern industries. 
For instance, carpentry as a trade is

“If we started an employment bu- 
reau now it would be merely an 
agency for duplicating its own work.

[Detroit News Tribune: ] A new 
and unique plan for punishing truant 
students in the local high schools was 
introduced this week at Central High. 
Miss Munger, grade-principal, who 
has been annoyed by the frequent ab- 
sences without excuse, decided that 
the ordinary method of punishing 
such offenders is ineffective, and that 
a new aystem must be established. As 
a substitute for the old system she 
has established a trial of the guilty 
parties by the students. 
The plan was first used last Monday,

The defendant pleaded 
his own case. The grade-principal, 
previous to the trial, explained the 
system to the class, and expressed her 
idea as to ite effect. 

After reading the charges made 
against the defendant, absence from 
school without excuse and bad con- 
duct in general, the prosecutor took 
the floor and thoroughly investigated 
the case. When he was satisfied of 
the defendant's guilt the court offered 
the defendant the opportunity of 
pleading his case. He refused. 

The judge instructed the jury to 
decide on his guilt. In a remarkably 
short time, the chairman announced 
that the jury found him gulity of 
both offences. but as this was the 
first offence, recommended a lenient 
sentence. Then, with great solem- 
nity, the judge arose and in slow 
speech sentenced him to remain after 
school forty minutes for two days. 

Miss Munger believes the trial was 
a success in that absences has been 
less frequent as a result of it. Hu- 
miliation is found to be the best pun- 
ishment, and this especially expedient 
as it involves the extreme humility 
of being judged and punished by 
classmates... The eyes of the whole 
school, the faculty included, are turn- 
ed to the results of this experiment, 
and all pronounce it a success. It is 
believed by the faculty that this sys- 
tem will be eventually used, not only 
in Central High, but in all the schools 
in the city.

FOR ROAD IMPROVEMENT 


ORK will be done on a million 
miles of road in different parts 
of the United States this year. 


George C. Diehl, chairman of the 
A.A.A. national good roads board 
makes this estimate, and believes it 


is a conservative one, for there are 
now 2,000,000 miles of roads in our 
country, one-half of which comes in 
for a certain amount of daily travel. 
In the spring report which the good 
roads board receives from all parts 
of the country, comes an unusual 
amount of information. indicating 
positive progress. 

The Texas Good Roads Association 
and the Texas State Automobile As- 
sociation are combining m what will 
be known as the farmers’ run. Con- 
ditions provide that each entrant 
must live on a farm or ranch, own 
hig own automobile and drive it him- 
self. In that. State the percentage of 


j cars sold to farmers has more than 


doubled during the past six months. 
The Nebraska State Automobile 


Association is preparing three meas- 


ures to be presented at the next ses- 
sion of its legislators. One is a provi- 
sion for a Highway Commission, and 
says there must be State aid in cop- 
struction and maintenance. Another 
will be one permitting convicts to 
work on the roads, a plan which is 
successfully followed in some of the 
southern States. The Nebraskans 
have started their work early and 
say they will only support those legis- 
Jative candidates who believe in up- 
to-date highways. 

Arizona, through the efforts of T. 


G. Norris, president of the Arizona 
— Roads Association, is trying for 

an appropriation of funds be used 
for mapping the roads of Arizona. 
New Mexico is seeking a similar ec- 
tion. New Jersey, through the ef- 
forts of the associations, has had 
passed through the last Legislature 
measures which were providing for 
good roads. The State now assists 
in the building end maintenance of 
public highways, and by spending 
$2000 of ‘the automobile money for 
sign-posting roads, the State Com- 
missioner will probably mark the 
— line hd ein Jersey City to Cam- 
en 

Ata recent meeting the Idaho 
State Automobile Association pledged 
the raising of a sufficient amount ef 
money to complet the Ross Fork 
sand road. This will give a graded 
highway from Sait Lake City to Is- 
land Park and thence on to Yellow- 
stone Park. Idaho enthusiasts now
